The Texas Farm an d Ran ch argues 
that the larger the cities become the 
more d eman d there will be for agricul 
tural prod ucts an d better the prices. 
Perhaps there will be more d eman d , 
but the prices to the prod ucer go d own 
in proportion to the n umber of peo­ 
ple in the cities who get profit out of 
the farmers’ prod ucts. A ton of cab­ 
bage will at the presen t rate of 
chan ge d own ward brin g the prod uc­ 
er on ly $3 per ton an d cost the ulti­ 
mate con sumer $200. 
Perhaps the 
prod ucer should have at least a lar­ 
ger share of the $200. 
But he will 
n ot get it. The more people there are 
in the cities n ot workin g the more 
the cabbage will cost an d the less 
the prod ucer will receive. These are 
the facts in the case.—Bryan Eagle.

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CABBAGE AGAIN 


The Texas Farm and Ranch argues 
that the larger the cities become the 
more demand there will be for agricul 
tural products and better the prices. 
Perhaps there will be more demand, 
but the prices to the producer go down 
in proportion to the number of peo­ 
ple in the cities who get profit out of 
the farmers’ products. A ten of cab­ 
bage will at the present rate of 
change downward bring the produc­ 
er only $3 per ton and cost the ulti­ 
mate consumer $200. 
Perhaps the 
producer should have at least a lar­ 
ger share of the $200. 
But he will 
not get it. The more people there are 
in the cities not working the more 
the cabbage will cost and the less 
the producer will receive. These are 
the facts in the case.—Bryan Eagle. 
There you go again, Lee. You and 
your overhead and practically no head 
for figures at all. 
Only last week 
your cabbage producer was selling it 
at $6 a ton and now you have cut him 
down to $3 a ton. 
Something ought 
to be done to price 
fixers like you. 
What do you mean. 
squeezing the 
lifeblood out of cabbages this way? 
And, besides, the main thing is the 
thing w’hich you never mention at all. 
For the main thing is what are you 
going to do about it? 
S. P. has lived 
around cabbage eaters for years and 
S. P. has yet to hear any cabbage 
eater complaining about cabbage be­ 
ing $200 a ton—saving and excepting 
Lee 
Rountree. 
The people in the 
cities these days who aren’t working 
aren’t eating much $200-a-ton cab­ 
bage, S. P. can tell you. 
And v'hat’s 
more, there are precious few of thorn 
in Texas cities but have jobs. Cut if 
everybody in the city moved to the 
country cabbage wouldn’t be worth 15 
cents a ton. Just figure on that. The 
city slicker isn’t gobbling 
up 
the 
horny-handed sen of toiFs cabbage. 
Lee Rountree doesn’t cee rn to be much 
of a city man. 
Ifs wrong to go on 
the theory that everything’s crooked 
and stop at that. 
If the spread in 
cabbage prices is too great the F*t<r 
can do a great service by specifying 
where it is too gr eat and into whose 
pockets it is going. But is will take 
fa’ts and no complaints to do any 
good. 
Complaints don’t change the 
laws of supply and demand nor re­ 
move from a producer the penalty of 
being far from his market instead of 
close to it. It’s all right to talk about 
overhead, Lee, but don’t holler and 
howl until you leave the impression 
that the cure for overhead is decap­ 
itation. 
If you know any cure. out 
with it and let’s have a look at it.— 
Joe J. Taylor in Dallas-Galveston 
News.

When 
Mr. Beason wants exhibits for the county fair he knows who 
lave been winning with their community fair exhibits. 
When 
he has a message of importance to take to the farmers lie has 
a means of bringing them together readily for their own bene­ 
fit.

Exercises Held at Guion Hall Friday Night— 
President Bizzell Presented Diplomas An­ 
nouncing the Closing of the Most Successful 
Session of Summer School at A. & M. College.

C ullage Station, Texas, Sept. 2.—To assist in. performing the 
service ol giving to the state of Texas a new taxation system for 
perpetual ing and immortalizing the educational institutions of 
this great commonwealth and making them first-class among 
those ot the other 46 states” was the greatest responsibility rest -1 
mg up the graduates of the A. & M. College of Texas, Editor Lee J. 
Bountree, representative from Brazos and Grimes counties, said 
rn his address to the summer graduating class here last night., 
Mr. Rountree was introduced by President W .B. Bizzell as the 
man who will be outstanding among the legislators to champion 
the cause oi education when the legislature again assembles to 
appropriate funds for the educational institutions. 
The most 
momentuous question before the people of Texas today is the 
writing of a new constitution providing for an adequate taxation 1 
system to build up and maintain the schools from the smallest 
country unit to the higher institutions of learning in a class with 
rile best in the nation, Mr. Rountree declared. Our forefathers, 
he said, showed their wisdom and appreciation of the place which 
education should have iii a republic by providing in public lands 
a sufficient endowment to build up and'perpetuate the schools 
which they established when the constitution was written. “But 
the public lands were squandered instead of being administered 
to meet the growing needs of education,” the speaker declared.! 
“We are just becoming aware that the public domain has been 
sacrificed and our educational institutions are tottering on the! 
brink of decay. We must announce a new purpose, write a new 
constitution for Texas having for its purpose the perpetuity, life, 
being and triumph of the public school system and the institu­ 
tions of higher learning in this state. We must have a perma­ 
nent fund for improvements, maintenance and support of the 
schools which will forever be beyond the whims of the dema­ 
gogues. Texas can never rise from her unholy place of thirty- 
ninth in educational advantages as compared with other states 
of the Union as long as the appropriations depended upon by the 
schools are subject to the whims and passions of men who come! 
and go in political life in Texas.
